TORONTO, Oct. 29 — The 
Students’ Administrative 
Council of the University of 
Toronto tonight pledged 
their support to the three 
student editors recently 
fired by University of Otta- 
wa authorities, Rata 

The editors of La Roton- 
de, Louis Cliche, Pierre Tru- 
del, and Roger Roy, were 
removed “to ensure the 
maintenance of good rela- 
tions between the student 
body and the university” 
last Tuesday. 

After more than an hour 
of stormy debate the Toron- 
to resolution was passed un- 
animously. Certain factions 
at first argued that it would 
be more in order to send a 
“letter of sympathy”, but 
they were finally persuaded 
to support the stronger 
course of -action, 

The resolution condemned 
What the Toronto students’ 
Council considered to be 
“thwarting of academic free- 
dom and freedom of the 
press”. Copies of the resolu- 
tion will be distributed to 
university newspaper editors 
and student society presid- 
ents in Quebec and Ontario.

ACTUAL CASE 

Riel lead the Metis rebellion 
in, 1884 against Her Majesty's 
Government. His venture was 
abruptly ended: at the Battle of 
Batouche where his army clashed 
with the redcoats and was badly 
defeated. Last night’s trial was 
based on the actual case, and 
although no one appeared as the 
leader of the ill-fated action, all 
participants represented actual 


_people who tried Louis Riel after 


his revolt failed, 

- Dr. John Wolby, who knew 
Riel in actual life was portrayed 
by Roy Heenan. Norbert Walsh, 
a Batouche farmer was played 
by Michael McMaster. Other 
students appeared as actual wit- 


nesses of the real trial. 


NOT GUILTY 

The defence pleaded not guil- 
ty to the efght charges of treason 
laid by the Crown. The pros- 
ecution rested its case on trying 
to establish that Riel was furth- 
ering his own cause, rather than 
the interest of his people. 

The defence maintained that 
Riel was not mentally capable to 
raise and maintain an army and 
stir up his people. 

Therefore it would be imposs- 
ible to try him for treason. 

The defence emphasized that 
treason was not conclusively pro- 
ven from the evidence presented, 
and the prisoner should be freed.

An emergency meeting of the Blood Donor Committee 
of McGill passed a resolution last night, criticizing the 
‘coercive methods” used by the Engineering Undergraduate 
Society Executive in getting engineers to donate blood to 


the current drive at McGill. 


The decision was taken, after 
the committee learned that the 
Engineering Society Executive 
has posted a list of. 1400 engin- 
eering students on‘ the bulletin 
board in the Engineering build- 
ing — and then stuck a Red 
Cross pin beside the names of 
those students who donated 
blood. 

“No one should be coerced to 
give blood" stated Edward Scott, 
Publicity Chairman of the Blood 
Donor Committee. “We are de- 
finitely against the methods used 
by the engineers”. 


DENIES COERCION 


George Desjardins, the Engin- 
ecring Undergraduate Executi- 
ve’s Chairman denied in an in- 
terview with the McGill Daily, 
that coercion was being used. 

“We feel that the list will 
bring more spirit and underline 
the importance of the occasion" 
he said.

McGill’s blood flowed freely 
yesterday, and it is hoped it will 
continue to pour today. 


A record number of 485 pints 
Were contributed yesterday, at 
the five day blood donor cam: 
paign which is being held in the 
McGill Union. 


Yesterday's -contributions cou- 
pled with Tuesday’s 415, and 
Monday's 422 gives McGill a to- 
tal of 1322 pints. This number 
includes the 309 pints contribut- 
ed last week by Macdonald Col. 
lege students, : 


BLOODY MARY 

McGill’s objective is 2,700 
pints, and today's total figure 
represents 63 percent of the ob. 
jective, which the students must 
meet if McGill is to wrest the 
coveted Birks Trophy from the 
University of Montreal, The U. 
of M. won it for the past three 
years, 

The fate of “Bloody Mary" still 
remains undecided today. The 
Commerce faculty is leading 
with 47 percent, and is followed 
closely by Arts and Science-45.7 
percent; Engineering 45 percent. 

“Big Boris'’ seems to be a 
favourite of the Graduate Nurses 
School, with the pretty nurses 
going all out to gain the trophy 
awarded to the graduate faculty 
that has given the most blood. 
They have 78 percent, while the 
Divinity men trail with 48 per- 
cent. 


LARGE BANNER 


Yesterday’s campaigning for 
more of McGill's blood featured 
a parade of 15 beautiful co-eds, 
wearing Red Cross bands, and 
singing lustily the “Bloody Mary’!

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Indoctrination At McGill 


In Yugoslavia, as in other Communist countries, stu- 
dents receive special attention. They all live together in 
huge dormitories, all eat together in an enormous dining 
‘hall, and all listen to the same Public Address system’ blar- 
ing at them for approximately sixteen hours each day. 
No student may have his own radio in his room (no one 
could afford it) and for the ‘common benefit” of all there 
are a number of loudspeakers scattered throughout the 
dormitory area constantly broadcasting news, music and 
. political speeches from six in the morning to ten at night. 


The students are thus subjected to a constant noise 


which they can in no way regulate. This system of public- 


radio is regarded in the West as a prime example of totali- 
tarian government, thought control (some use the terms 
‘poisoned minds’), and generally an infringement of the 
basic rights and freedom of man. We are always boasting 
of our liberty, our freedom to choose our own entertain- 
ment, our own favorite programs, We can turn on the radio 
or turn it off, as we choose, We are free (the free world): 
they are oppressed, 


The leaders of these Communist dominated countries 
realize full well the pros and cons of their system of mass 
indoctrination. They know that university students do not 
appreciate the thought of awakening to the roar of Tito 
exhorting them to “collectivise, industrialise and electrify” 
or some newscaster describing the stupidity of the United 
States with regard to Formosa. These government officials 
feel, however, that the ends justify the means and that if 
the PA system gets the students up early and teaches them 
their responsibilities to ‘society’, it is worth the grumbling 
and the complaints of the few dissatisfied enough to say so. 


This week we are being subjected to this system of 
mass indoctrination right here at McGill, We refer, of 
course, to the sound truck which, every hour on the hour, 
cruises around the campus reminding us of our responsibi- 
lities to “society” and telling us that all McGill students 
should give blood because the man behind the powerful mi- 


crophones says so. No explanation, just get to the Union and 


give blood. 


The Blood Drive committee certainly must realize that 
sound trucks are basically incompatible with universities, 
‘But, to justify their actions, they insist that as long as the 
noise encourages people to give their blood to the Red 
Cross it really does not matter whether the truck itself {s 


a good or bad thing. The ends justify the means, they say, | 


if the end is giving blood. 


2 We rather question-their basic assumptions and hence 
their obvious conclusion. We agree that giving blood to 
save lives is a good thing and that students sometimes need 
to be encouraged to do good things. But on the other hand, 
sound trucks are not good things, in fact they threaten the 
very concept of university — the gathering of free minds 
seeking the truth. Wherein lies the difference between a 
sound truck harangueing us to give blood and one exhorting 
us to “industrialise, collectivise, and electrify” in order to 
build up a stronger and better Canada? We suggest that 
there is no difference and that we should consider our 
position before we allow ourselves to be the victims of any 
mass suggestion or indoctrination at university. We are 
supposed to think for ourselves — if not now, when?
